GOVERNOR GENERAL OF CANADA
NARROWLY ESCAPED DEATH.

Lost in the Woods of British Columbia
—Nearly Exhausted When Found.

Victoria, B, C.. Aug. 30.—Harl Grey,
governof gensral of Canada, who re-
turned here from Dawson and Skagwiy
by the government steamer Quadra to-
day had a narrow escape from death
when lost in the woods of Jervis Inlet
for five and one-haif hours last Satur-

He nearly fell over a precipice In the
dntkness. He was rescued by & sedrch
party headed by Major Clark. his or-
derly, and Second Offcer Johnston of
the Quadra, one of many search par-
ties sment Into the woods ufter fires
had been built along the shore to at-
tract the attention of the jost governor
general, Ife was utterly exhausted
when found and his clothing was bad-
ly torn.

Earl Grey left the Quadra at 5.30
and went into the woods where Lord
Lancelles on the previous diy had
killad & mountain goat and two deer.
Afteér penetrating some distance into
the woolds he losi hia way znd night
game on, When he failed to return
for dinner there was intense excite-
ment on the Quadra and the steam-
ship's whistle was kept blowing con-
stantly, fires were built on the beach
and search parties sent into the woods.
Meunwhile the governor general strug-
gled through the woods. tearing his
clothes to rags.

Once he came to the sdge of a preci-
plee. feeling his wony with an alpen-
stock which he carried as well ar a
rifte, The alpenstock slipped from his
hands and clatterod down a consid-
crable distance below

He turned back. and fafling in the
darkness to find his way. finally sank
down exhausted after five and a half
hours of unavalling effort. He sank
down on a flat rock to await daylight
and soon afterward saw the reflection
of fire. It was an Indian sncampment
Then he fired his rifle and the shot
was heard by & search party which
hurried to him, gulded by his shouts.
They hurried him to the shore, where
2 waiting bost took him quickly to the
Quadra.
